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REAL  FROST-PROOF 

CABBAGE  PLANTS 

The  Frostproof  Cabbage  Plant  has  become  so  well  known 
that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out  its  advantages. 

On  our  farms  the  soil  and  climate  are  especially  adapted 
to  the  growing  of  hardy,  tough,  healthy  cabbage  plants.  The 
plants  make  a  slow  growth  during  the  early  part  of  the  winter 
and  spring,  and  soon  become  very  tough  and  hardy.  They  will 
stand  a  temperature  of  20  degrees  above  zero  without  injury 
and  can  be  shipped  to  territory  with  a  colder  climate.  Light 
snows,  sleet,  and  moderate  freezes  will  not  hurt  them,  and 
they  can  be  set  in  the  open  four  to  six  weeks  earlier  than 
hotbed  plants.  The  top  of  the  plant  does  not  grow,  but  the 
root  becomes  established,  enabling  the  plant  to  make  a  rapid 
start,  and  mature  headed  cabbage  two  or  three  weeks  earlier.

HOW  TO  USE  OUR  FROSTPROOF  CABBAGE  PLANTS 

For  early  cabbage  select  a  deep  sandy  loam  with  southern  exposure. 
Apply  broadcast  ten  to  fifteen  loads  of  well  rotted  stable  manure  to 
the  acre  and  plow  in.  Harrow  the  land  thoroughly  and  lay  off  the  rows 
east  and  west  three  feet  apart.  Drill  in 
the  furrows  500  to  1,000  pounds  of  high 
grade  fertilizer  to  the  acre  and  mix  well 
with  the  soil.  Bed  on  this  and  then  run 
a  small  furrow  in  the  top  of  the  bed. 

Set  the  plants  in  this  open  furrow  15  to 
20  inches  apart  for  Wakefield,  Golden 
Acre  and  Copenhagen  Market,  and  24 

inches  for  larger  varieties.  The  plants 
should  be  set  deep  in  the  ground  up  to 
the  first  leaf  to  keep  the  stem  from 
freezing.  When  the  ground  begins  to 
get  warm  cultivate  frequently  and  apply 
200  pounds  of  nitrate  of  soda  to  the

CHARLESTON  WAKEFIELD 


This  is  a  selection  of  the  Early  Jersey  Wakefield  but  makes  a  much 
larger  head,  and  a  week  to  ten  days  later.

HOW  TO  USE  OUR  FROSTPROOF 
ONION  PLANTS 

Early  onions  do  best  on  a  rich  sandy  loam.  The 
land  should  be  highly  fertilized  and  thoroughly  pre¬ 
pared.  The  plants  should  be  set  in  rows  16  to  24 
incnes  apart,  and  3  to  6  inches  in  the  row,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  fertility  of  your  land.  Cultivate  shallow 
and  keep  free  from  weeds.  Harvest  when  the  top 
turns  yellow,  allowing  them  to  lie  on  the  top  of  the 
ground  a  day  or  two,  and  store  in  a  cool  place. 

VARIETIES 


YELLOW  BERMUDA.  The  most  popular  and  widely  planted  of  the 
Bermuda  varieties.  It  is  sometimes  called  the  White  Bermuda  although 
it  is  a  light  yellow  or  straw  color.  This  is  a  thin  flat  shaped  onion,  and 
very  sweet;  many  people  eat  them  like  an  apple. 

CRYSTAL  WAX  BERMUDA.  One  of  the  most  attractive  onions 
grown.  It  is  a  clear,  waxy  white  onion,  and  has  the  same  delightful  mild 
flavor  as  the  Yellow  Bermuda.  It  is  the  same  shape  as  the  Yellow 
Bermuda. 

PRIZETAKER.  The  largest  and  most  handsome  of  the  yellow  va¬ 
rieties.  It  is  light  yellow  in  color  and  globe  shaped,  and  grows  to  a 
large  size.  The  flesh  is  white,  and  mild,  and  it  is  a  good  keeper. 

VALENCIA  OR  SWEET  SPANISH.  A  globe  shaped  onion,  light 
yellow  in  color,  and  grows  as  large  as  the  Prizetaker.  It  is  mild  in 
flavor,  a  good  yielder  and  a  splendid  keeper.

Piedmont  tomato  plants,  like  the  cabbage  plants  are  field 
grown,  but  they  are  not  trust-proof,  as  it  is  impossible  to  grow 
a  frostproof  tomato  plant.  However,  they  are  not  tender  seed¬ 
lings  like  you  get  from  a  greenhouse.  They  are  suitable  for 
setting  in  the  open  after  danger  of  frost  is  over,  unless  you 
are  prepared  to  protect  them.  They  are  strong  and  thrifty, 
and  will  give  you  tomatoes  earlier  than  hot  house  plants.  Our 
tomato  plants  are  grown  from  certified  seed  and  will  be  found 
true  to  variety.  We  use  special  care  in  packing  these  plants, 
each  bunch  being  wrapped  in  damp  moss  and  waxed  paper. 
We  can  ship  tomato  plants  any  time  you  want  them  between 
April  15th,  and  July  1st. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS:  •  Tomatoes  do  well  on  a  wide  variety 
of  soils,  and  the  use  of  fertilizer  will  depend  on  the  soil.  For  early 
tomatoes  set  our  field  grown  plants  in  3 Y2  foot  rows,  2  feet  apart  as 
soon  as  danger  of  frost  is  over.  For  earlier  setting  they  may  be  pro¬ 
tected  in  the  field  with  “hot-caps.”  For  earliest  fruitings,  pinch  off  all 
side  shoots,  and  tie  the  single  stem  to  a  stake.  For  ordinary  field 
crop,  set  plants  4  feet  each  way  in  checks  and  cultivate  both  ways. 
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EAR  LIANA.  The  Earliana  is 
probably  the  earliest  tomato 
grown,  and  is  very  popular  for 
early  market.  The  fruit  is  deep 
scarlet,  medium  to  large  size,  and 
smooth  for  an  early  tomato. 

BONNY  BEST.  A  fine  variety 
for  early  market  and  home  gar¬ 
den.  Vines  are  vigorous  and  fruit 
in  ripening.

PRITCHARD  OR  SCARLET  TOPPER.  A  wilt  resistant  variety 
similar  to  the  Marglobe  but  earlier.  It  is  disease  resistant  and  very 
productive.

HOW  TO  GROW  SWEET  POTATOES:  A  warm,  well  drained, 
sandy  loam  is  the  best  land  for  sweet  potatoes.  After  plowing  and 
harrowing  thoroughly,  lay  off  rows  3  feet  apart  and  drill  500  to  1,000 
pounds  of  commercial  fertilizer  containing  plenty  of  potash  but  not 
much  nitrogen.  List  on  the  fertilizer,  and  knock  off  the  top  of  the 
ridge.  Set  the  plants  16  inches  apart.  Cultivate  thoroughly  until  the 
vines  begin  to  run.  Harvest  when  mature  or  when  frost  kills  the  vines. 
Store  in  a  warm  cellar  or  building  where  the  temperature  does  not  go 
below  50  degrees.
